/ profession and details of the occupant, 
subject to maximum size of five square 
metres . 


( 1 ) No board or hoardings shall be permitted , - 
( a ) at a distance of less than fifty metres 

from any of the tangent points of a road 

intersection ; 
( b ) within the right of way of road ; 
(c ) at a site which shall create a blind corner 

of any road used from any direction ; 
(d ) at overbridges or under- passes where 

railway or other vehicles ply over one 

another ;
